The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by the Chariman 
Laurence S. Miller, at 7:30 P.M. 


ROLL CALL

The minutes of the regular meeting of 
December 6, 1963, were approved. 


Mr. Glenn Manz, a new Planning Board 
member appointed to fill the unexpired 
term of Thomas G. Sinas, was introduced 
by the Chairman. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A petition by Fred and William Falsetta 
to rezone property at 1810-14-16 S. Logan 
Street and 1110 Goodrich, from “B” One 
Family Residence District to ‘J’? Parking 
District was referred to the Zoning Com- 
mittee. Attorney Leo Farhat was present 
and explained the petition’s intent is to 
provide more off-street parking for the 
Casanova Club. 


Mr. Fred Abood, attorney representing 
Mr. Fawaz’s petition to rezone property 
at 1100-1106 W. Ottawa Street to ‘‘E-2” 
Drive-In Shop District from ‘C’ Two 
Family Residence District. Mr, Abood re- 
quested the petition to be granted so that 
the property may be commercially used. 
The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Russell Kassouff appeared in favor of 
the petition to rezone his property at the 
S.E. corner of Shiawassee and Logan 


Streets to “F’? Commercial District from 
“C” Two Family Residence District. The 
property presently contains a non-conform- 
ing use and he intends to remove existing 
structure and presented plans for the de- 
velopment of a drive-in cleaners pick-up 
station, The matter was referred to the 
Zoning Committee. 


ZONING RECOMMENDATIONS 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that prop- 
erty described as the north 49 feet of Lots 
3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 of Fairhaven Subdivision, 
(100 Block Bell Street), owned by James 
and Mary Duncan, Merlin and Yvonne 
Duncan, and the Duncan Lumber Com- 
pany, be rezoned from ‘A’? One Family 
Residence District to “J’? Parking Dis- 
trict, subject to proper screening—to con- 
sist of a 5’6” redwood fence, being placed 
with a 9 foot setback from the north prop- 
erty line, and through which one access 
drive of average width may be developed. 
Discussion concerning access followed. 


It was moved and supported, that the 
motion be amended to read, screening—to 


‘consist of a 5’6” redwood fence, being 


placed with a 9 foot setback from the 
north property line and through which 
two access drives of average width may 
be developed. 


Amendment to the motion adopted by 
an 8 year and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
petition by Paul V. Spagnuolo to rezone 
the north 200 feet of Outlot B, except be- 
ginning at the northeast corner, west 113 
feet, south 100 feet, east 63 feet, south 50 
feet, east 50 feet, north 150 feet to be- 
ginning (4713 S. Cedar Street), from ‘‘A”’ 
One Family Residence District to ‘FF’ 
Commercial District, be not granted be- 
cause the proposed use would be detri- 
mental to the surrounding residential 
neighborhood. 


Adopted by an 8 yea, 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
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petition by Gerald J. Doyle to rezone Lots 
17 and 18, Westmont Subd., Lansing Twp., 
Ingham County, Michigan (5001 N. Grand 
River), from “A” One Family Residence 
District to ‘FF’? Commercial District be 
not granted because strip commercial de- 
velopment should not be allowed to develop 
west of Sheffer Avenue. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
petition by June and Kenneth Knapp to 
rezone Lot 15, Block 4, Original Plat (1300 
Center St.), from “C’ Two Family Resi- 
dence District to ‘“H” Light Industrial 
District, be not granted because the piece- 
meal zoning of this area would be harm- 
ful to the welfare of its residents. The 
Board has considered the recommendation 
of the Master Plan and believes the area 
ultimately should be developed for indus- 
trial use, however, zoning for such use 
should not be done on a piece-meal] basis. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
petition of Effie R. Dickson to rezone Lot 
9, Wiley’s Subd., on Lot 18 and a part of 
Lot 19 of James Seymour’s Subd., on S.W. 
¥% of Section 10, (801 N. Pennsylvania 
Avenue), from “C’? Two Family Residence 
District to “D-1” Professional Office Dis- 
trict, be not granted because a rezoning 
would be detrimental to the surrounding 
residential area and the limited size of the 
parcel does not contain enough area to 
adequately provide off-street parking, and 
proper setback. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote, 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
petition by Donald E. Newson, to rezone 
the S. 80 feet of parcel commencing on W. 
line Cedar Street 264 feet N. and 38.5 feet 
west of S. 1% post of N.E. 4 Section 4, 
thence N. 2° 27’ W. 165 feet to point 25 
feet N. of S.E. corner Supervisor’s Plat 
No, 10 on centerline Connecticut Street, 
W. 300 feet along said centerline, S. 165 
feet, East 306 feet to beginning; Section 4, 
T38N, R2W, (5508 S. Cedar Street), from 
“A” One Family Residence District to 
“H” Light Industrial District be not 
granted and that this proposal be rezoned 
““G-2”? Wholesale District to a depth of 210 
feet, because the development along this 
portion of S. Cedar should be limited to 
highway oriented uses. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved by Commissioner Ridenour, 
supported by Commissioner Buhl, that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
following be adopted:

POSED COMMUNITY UNIT PLAN 
CF daa teat HOMES, INCORPOR- 


In considering this Community Unit 
Plan the Planning Board and City Council 
will by inference be adopting policies which 
will affect the development of the entire 
community, 


With approval, the establishment of simi- 
lar projects—which in total effect diversify 
the housing types throughout the City is 
inferred. This in itself is not an unde- 
sirable policy. 


Such diversity can offer the citizens of 
Lansing more choice and freedom in choos- 
ing a place to live—thereby improving our 

ity. 


This Plan, as it fits into the surround- 
ing community, utilizes certain positive 
factors developing a pattern or center of 
compatible land uses. 


1. It is located within walking distance 
of a neighborhood shopping center and 
within one mile of a Community Shop- 
ping Center. 


2. It abuts a primary thoroughfare pro- 
viding proper access for fire, police, and 
other services. 


8. It establishes a density of 12 units per 
acre as opposed to 22 units per acre or 
more allowed in the multiple family 
zones, 


4. It provides a higher standard of hous- 
ing within the economic reach of a 
greater number of Lansing’s citizens. 


5. It does not exceed the capacity of the 
public utilities which service the area. 


It should be recognized that these stand- 
ards are necessary for sound judgment of 
any Community Unit Plan. By requiring 
an officially approved plan assurances are 
given that the development meets basic 
standards. 


The project, on the other hand, also con- 
tains certain factors which have other 
effects on the community—particularly the 
school board. 


The school which now serves the area is 
already overcrowded. This development 
will contain about enough students to fill 
% a normal elementary school. Somehow 
—as a City, we will have to solve this 
problem. Perhaps a new school could be 
built adjacent to the present facility or 
near the proposed unit plan, 


The Planning Board unanimously recom- 
mends that the Community Unit Plan be 
approved. This approval took into con- 
sideration the following conditions: 


1. That the property adjacent to the area 
in the plan would not be adversely 
affected. 
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2. That the plan, as it fits into the sur- 
rounding community, provides a_ tot: 
development that is consistent with the 
intent and purposes of the Community 
ley Section of the Lansing Zoning 

ode. 


8. The buildings shall be used for single 
family town house dwellings only. 


4. The average lot area per family con- 
tained in the site, exclusive of the area 
occupied by streets, will be 50% greater 
than the density (lot area per family) 
allowed in the district in which the 
development is located, 


The Planning Board’s recommendation 
of approval includes the following con- 
ditions :- 


1. That the first stages of the develop- 
ment be limited to the area adjacent to 
Pleasant Grove Road. 


2. The enclosed landscape planting plan 
is made part of the official plan. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
Final Plat of Karl’s Replat be approved. 
The Plat has been checked and cleared. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that the 
revised Plat of Meadow-Wood Subdivision 
providing Outlot B through which a drain- 
age easement is located, be approved sub- 
ject to the conditions of the Planning 
Board’s action of July 5, 1962. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


The Planning Director announced the 
hiring of a Senior Planner, Joseph Gill- 
ings, effective January 28, 1963.

Redevelopment Director to work with the 
staff at the university, with the under- 
standing that any results that may come 
from their service on the project would not 
necessarily reflect the official thinking of 
the Planning Board. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


Commissioner Houston announced that 
the Planning Section of the State Highway 
Department had contacted the Streets Com- 
mittee requesting a joint meeting to dis- 
cuss planning problems of I-496 and the 
Homer-Howard Street area. The matter 
was referred to the Streets Committee. 


It was moved and supported the Re- 
development Director submitted a report 
to the Board concerning the status of the 
Redevelopment Program. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:15 P.M.

The special meeting for public hearing 
was called to order by the Vice Chairman, 
Jack B. Ridenour, at 7:30 P.M., Decem- 
ber 19, 1962. 


ROLL CALL 


Present: Commissioners Houston, Longe- 
necker, Manson, Ridenour—4. 


Absent: Commissioners Buhl, Fink, Mil- 
ler—3. 


Vice Chairman Ridenour called the hear- 
ing to order and explained its purpose. 
Director Guernsey presented a brief ex- 
planation of the general purpose of the 
Community Unit Plan. The meeting was 
then opened to public discussion. 


Mr. Fine outlined the proposed develop- 
ment plans, and explained that the de- 
velopment is to be developed under the 
Federal Housing Act 221-D-3 which pro- 
vides the financing of dwelling units at a 
reduced rate of interest, thus helping indi- 


viduals who are unable to purchase ade- 
quate housing by conventional means. Mr. 
Fine further explained that the dwellings 
will be of a town house nature, a construc- 
tion type, new to Lansing. A proposed site 
plan and photographs were displayed. Mr. 
Fine explained that a model will be built 
and that the actual arrangements of units 
will then be determined on the basis of 
sales. At the present time it would appear 
that there will be 10%—1 bedroom or 25 
units, 50%—2 bedroom or 125 units, 30%— 
3 bedroom or 75 units, 10%—4 bedroom or 
25 units. The minimum time for develop- 
ment would probably be two years. The 
proposed development has been cleared and 
will be developed under Federal Housing 
Administration. The Board then requested 
that a landscape plan and a standard form 
of agreement be submitted. 


Dr. Forrest Averill, Superintendent of 
Lansing Schools, was present and ex- 
plained that the school board was not tak- 
ing a position in this matter but that inas- 
much as the schools are overcrowded in 
the area the school board wishes to be kept 
ctl i of the situation as related to school 
needs. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:15 P.M.

The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by the Chair- 
man, Laurence S. Miller, at 7:30 p.m., 
February 7, 1963. 


ROLL CALL 


Present: Commissioners Buhl, Fink, 
Houston, lLongenecker, Manson, Manz, 
Miller, Ridenour—8.

Absent: None. 


The minutes of the regular meeting of 
January 3, 1968, were approved. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A petition by Mr. Savage to rezone 
property on Lots 385 through 394 Eton 
Downs Sub. No. 5 from “A” One Family 
Residence District to ‘CC’ Two Family 
Residence District was referred to the 
Zoning Committee, 


A petition by Mr. B. H. House to rezone 
property at 1211 W. Washtenaw from ‘B” 
One Family Residence District to “D-M” 
Multiple Dwelling District was read. The 
petitioner was present and stated the re- 
zoning of the petition would allow him to 
convert the structure into a three family 
dwelling. He also stated that if the re- 
zoning to “D-M’”? Multiple Residence Dis- 
trict was denied he would like to have the 
property rezoned to “C’” Two Family 
Residence District. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Zoning Committee. 


Mr. Thomas G. McGurrin, Jr., repre- 
sented the Gulf Oil Company in their peti- 
tion to rezone property at 4704 Pleasant 
Grove Road from ‘A’? One Family Resi- 
dence District to ‘“E-2” Drive-In Shop 
District. He stated that the property was 
acquired by the Gulf Oil Corp. in January 
1958 while in the township and was at 
that time zoned commercial, In June 1958 
construction was completed on a gasoline 
service station, however, the property was 
never used for this purpose. In December, 
1958, the property was annexed to the City 
of Lansing and reverted to an “A” One 


Family Residence zoning. The total in- 
vestment in land and building is valued at 
approximately $40,000. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee, 


Mr. Richard C. Grenan of Clinton and 
Associates spoke in favor of his petition 
to rezone property on the east side of 
Pennsylvania Avenue, North of the I-96 
Ramp Right-of-way, South of Miller Road. 
He stated that they intended to develop a 
service station, restaurant and motel in 
the future. The petitioner felt that the 
construction of this development will be an 
asset to this area. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Mr. George T. Parisian appeared in favor 
of his petition to rezone property at 4724 
Aurelius Road from ‘‘A’? One Family Resi- 
dence District to ‘I’ Heavy Industrial 
District. Mr, Parisian stated the rezoning 
was requested to allow the further develop- 
ment of a large building and commercial 
shopping center. Commissioner Ridenour 
asked the number of exits and entrances 
the developer intends to create along Aure- 
lius Road. Mr. Perisian indicated there 
would be three within the 1400 ft. frontage. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Mr. Novakoski spoke in favor of his 
petition to rezone the S.W. corner of Clip- 
pert and Vine Streets from ‘‘A’? One Fam- 
ily Residence District to “F’? Commercial 
District. He stated that a major portion of 
the area is already developed commercially 
and was zoned commercial before annexa- 
tion to the City. The petition will allow 
existing development to become a _ con- 
forming use and will allow for expansion. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee, 


A petition by Mr. Wiseman to rezone 
property at 814 Saginaw Street from ‘‘C” 
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Two Family Residence District to “D-1” 
Professional Office District was read. Mr. 
Hannibal Abood, representing the peti- 
tioner, stated the property was adjacent 
to office uses and that the owner wants to 
erect a small office on this site. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Mr. Kenneth Knapp presented a petition 
representing a majority of the property 
owners of Block 4, Original Plat, which 
stated that they have no objection to the 
rezoning of this area for Light Industrial. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


A petition by Mr. Bruce Hartwick to re- 
zone property at 2437 N. Grand River 
Avenue from “A” One Family Residence 
District to “F’? Commercial District, was 
read. Mr. Hartwick was present and stated 
the rezoning would allow him to shift a 
building, for which a building permit has 
been obtained, 25 feet to the east and thus 
provide for a better parking arrangement. 


Mr. Hartwick stated a liquor license for 
the premises had been approved and that 
the building conforms with the city and 
liquor contro] commission’s regulations. 


Mr. Kize of Coolidge St. acting as spokes- 
man for a group of area residences re- 
quested postponement of the Board’s final 
determination until they had more time to 
study the petition. 


Mr. John Brisbin also speaking for the 
area residences, stated the petition ap- 
peared to be a step toward the process of 
attrition. He indicated a line should be 
drawn now and resident’s property pro- 
tected. 


After considerable discussion it was 
moved and supported that no action be 
taken for 30 days. 


The motion was then amended and sup- 
ported that no action be taken for 30 days, 
and both parties be given 10 minutes to 
make oral briefs and make written com- 
ments within 14 days. 


The amendment to the motion adopted 
by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


The motion as amended was adopted by 
the following vote: 


8 yeas, 0 nays. 


Attorney T. G. McGuerrin, Jr., appeared 
in favor of the petition by the Four D Cor- 
poration to rezone property at 116 N. Hos- 
mer Street from “D-M” Multiple Dwelling 

. District to “J” Parking District. Mr. Mc- 
Guerrin stated that the state library is 
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renting space in a nearby building and will 
need additional parking facilities. Three 
houses are to be removed and the land de 
veloped into off-street parking area. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


ZONING RECOMMENDATIONS 


It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that the peti- 
tion by Fred and William Falsetta to re 
zone Lots 7, 8, and 9, Olds Park Addition 
of City of Lansing, (1810-14-16 S. Logan 
Street and 1110 Goodrich Street), from ‘‘B’’ 
One Family Residence District to “‘J’’ Park- 
ing District be granted subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


1. A 5 ft. 6 in. redwood or cedar lou- 
vered fence, with boards running per- 
pendicular to the ground, is to be lo- 
cated five feet east of the subject par- 
cel’s west property line. Said fence 
is not to project beyond the estab- 
lished front yard setback along Good- 
rich Street. 


2. Low evergreen plantings to be located 
as follows: 


a. Along the west property line from 
the established building setback 
line to the south property line. 


b. Along the south property line 
within a 10 foot setback. 


ce. Along the east property line with- 
in a 5 foot setback. 


d. Wheel stops of a permanent nature 
are to be placed around the perim- 
eter of the parking area for the 
protection of pedestrian and prop- 
erty. 


3. “A”? One Family Residence Zoning is 
to be retained as follows: 


a. A 10 foot strip along the south 
property line with the exception of 
a 20 foot width ‘J’? Parking area 
for ingress and egress to be located 
25 feet east of the S.W. corner of 
the subject parcel. 


b. A 5 foot strip along the easterly 
property line with the exception of 
a 20 foot width “J” Parking area 
for ingress and egress to be located 
20 feet south of the northeast cor- 
ner of the subject property. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council, that the peti- 
tion by Fawaz Fawaz Fawz to rezone the 
east 5 rods of the south 6 rods of Lots No. 
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1 and 2, and the north 2 rods of the east 
8 rods of Lot 2 and the south 1 rod of the 
east 8 rods of Lot 3, block 2, plat of J. M. 
French’s Subd. of the south 36 acres of 
the southwest 14 of the northeast 4 of 
Section 17, T4N, R2W, City of Lansing, 
County of Ingham, State of Michigan, 
(1100-1106 W. Ottawa Street), to rezone 
property from “C’’ Two Family Residence 
District to “E-2” Drive-In Shop District, 
be not granted because the proposed use 
would be detrimental to the surrounding 
residential uses and impair the function of 
Logan St. by encouraging strip commercial 
development. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported that the peti- 
tion by Russell H. Kassouff to rezone prop- 
erty on the north % of west 5 rods of Lot 
12, C. C. Dodge’s Subd., west of Butler, 
(southeast corner of Shiawassee and Logan 
Streets), from ‘“‘C’? Two Family Residence 
District to “F’’ Commercial District be not 
granted because of the following reasons: 


1. The proposed use would tend to in- 
crease traffic congestion, thus adverse- 
i affecting the surrounding neighbor- 

ood. 


2. The subject parcel does not contain 
sufficient land area to provide off- 
street parking and proper setbacks. 


8. The use as proposed would tend to 
impair the widening of Logan Street. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


Jt was moved and supported that the 
tentative plat of Fine, Hacker, Hopkins & 
Neller Subd., be approved subject to ar- 
rangements being made for the provision 
of a school site within the area; subject to 
the future determination of a park site 
within the plat; and to improvements be- 
ing installed in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the various public agencies 
involved. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported that the 
tentative plat of Midway Industrial Center 
be approved subject to the following con- 


' ditions: 


1. That the additional dedication of 20 

- foot for service road purposes be pro- 
vided along the west boundary of the 
property. 


2. That all streets without through cir- 
eulation shall be provided with a cul- 
de-sac turn-around with a minimum 
radius of 100 feet. 


3. That a stub street outlet leading to 
the north be developed within the plat 
to provide future access. 
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4. That a cross street be developed 
through Lots 28 and 32 to provide 
more adequate interior circulation. 


5. Aurelius Road is shown on the official 
Major Street Plan as a Secondary 
Thoroughfare, therefore a_ right-of- 
way dedication of 50 feet west from 
the centerline should be provided. 


6. Improvements to be installed in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the 
various public agencies involved. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


A letter from the Walter French Jr. 
High P.T.A. concerning the widening of 
7 Hope Avenue was read and placed on 

e. 


A letter from Tec Search Incorporated 
was read and referred to the Director and 
placed on file. 


A report from the Metropolitan Redevel- 
opment Director, Winston Folkers, was 
presented. 


It was moved and supported that the 
appointment of Raymond C. Guernsey as 
temporary Director be rescinded and that 
Mr. Guernsey be hired as full time Director. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


City Council’s referral concerning pro- 
posed changes in the city’s Subdivision 
Improvements Policy was discussed. 


It was moved and supported that the 
present policy be continued and that the 
matter would be further reviewed when 
the studies on the proposed subdivision 
regulations are completed. 


Adopted by 8 yeas and 0 nay vote. 


The proposed widening of Pennsylvania 
Avenue was discussed. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Streets Committee for recom- 
mendation to the Board at their next regu- 
lar meeting. 


The action concerning the location of 
churches as proposed in the new zoning 
ordinance was discussed. 


It was moved and supported that a let- 
ter concerning this section of the ordi- 
nance be sent to all churches in the city. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 
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The Director presented the proposed 
budget as approved by the Finance Com- 
mittee. Considerable discussion followed 
which centered on the need for funds to 
develop a comprehensive plan for the down- 
town area and the need for additional funds 
to help to accomplish the downtown plan 
and meet the City’s responsibility for the 
development of the proposed Major Trans- 
portation Plan. 


It was moved and supported that the 
budget be approved. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 
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The Capital Improvements Program was 
presented for final adoption. The letter of 
transmittal to the Mayor and Members of 
the Council was read and it was moved that 
the 6 Year Capital Improvements Program 
be approved and forwarded to the Mayor 
and City Council. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote.

The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by the Chairman, 
Laurence §S. Miller, at 7:30 P.M., March 7, 
19638, 


ROLL CALL

The minutes of the regular meeting of 
February 7, 1963, were approved. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A petition by Mr. Savage to rezone 
property adjacent to the 2800 block of S. 
Waverly Road from ‘A’ One Family 
Residence District to ‘‘D’? Apartment Dis- 
trict. Mr. Savage was present and stated 
the rezoning was requested because of 
the size of the property and because we are 
finding that a lot of requests for new 
homes is for income homes. The homes will 
be brick and a park type development. The 
units will be built with continuity and they 
will have two or three times the parking 
requirements. 


Commissioner Ridenour asked if this 
should be a community unit plan. 


Mr, Savage replied that they would 
rather not consider a Community Unit Plan 
and that these units would be independent 
of other units and there would be perhaps 
100 or 200 units. He is also sure the units 
will more than comply with the City’s re- 
quirements. 


Commissioner Houston then asked if he 
would talk with the Director about a Com- 
munity Unit Plan because the Board cer- 
tainly wants certain standards maintained. 
Mr. Savage again expressed that he does 
not want a Community Unit Plan and that 
what they are going to do will be better 
than anything in Lansing. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Mr. Kenneth Weaver was present and 
spoke in favor of his petition to rezone 
property at 4408 S. Cedar Street from 


“Cc” Two Family Residence District to 
“DP-1” Professional Office District. He said 
that the property had been commercial be- 
fore being annexed to the City. There is 
adequate parking at the rear of the lot and 
he intends to convert the house into a 
business. 


Commissioner Manson asked if this whole 
area should be rezoned at this time. Com- 
missioner Ridenour said that we have to 
take into consideration the new zoning 
ordinance and its controls as they affect 
these developments. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee, 


A petition by Doyle F. Root to rezone 
property at the N.W. corner of S. Washing- 
ton and Dunlap Street was referred to the 
Zoning Committee. 


ZONINGS 


Because of a prior agreement both the 
petitioner and the opposition were allowed 
to speak for 10 minutes each. 


Mr. Hartwick spoke in favor of his peti- 
tion, showing pictures of the proposed 
bowling alley. He said the pin storage area 
should be to the rear but because of the 
limited area it had been put on the side. 
There are good chances of having both 
state and national tournaments at the 
bowling alley and they will need a large 
seating capacity. Because of the opposition 
to the building being moved back they will 
leave it as is and keep the front line of the 
building on the “J’? Parking area we now 
have facing Logan Street. If we are allowed 
to move the building it will provide more 
parking around the bowling alley. 


Mr. Hartwick stated that there would 
be no objections to zoning the parking 
areas ‘J’? Parking District. 


Also they have worked out with the City 
a deceleration and an accelerated lane. The 
back of the building will be 30 feet from 
the side, the east end of the building will 
be moved 4 feet plus the service area which 
is 15 feet. The City has a piece of land of 
30 feet along the river, we have agreed to 
give the City 150 feet to 200 feet if they 
want it. He said the bowling alley should 
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have 7 parking spaces per lane and they 
will have 40 lanes for bowling. 


Mr. Kies and Mr. Kranick spoke for resi- 
dents in the area and stated that the busi- 
ness will be going on until 2:00 A.M. with- 
in 885 feet from their homes. Will this en- 
hance the value of their homes. There are 
86 homes in this residential island with a 
total assessed valuation of $398,000. The 
21 homes on Coolidge Street have been as- 
sessed at $138,000, we pay 36% of the 
taxes here. We are mortgaged for the next 
25 to 80 years. We would not have put 
the money in our homes if we had thought 
there would be a commercial venture as 
close as is now planned. 


Mr. Brisbin was present and spoke on 
his experience in city planning stating that 
it is the duty of the government to protect 
values of property. This residential area 
was here long before there was any ques- 
tion of any rezoning in this area, 


It was a fact long ago and when we 
created the Master Plan. That was 2% 
years ago. Then it was invaded with this 
unfortunate industrial zoning which is now 
also a fact. I cannot see why this Planning 
Board or City Council can compound this 
fallacy by yielding to it. Eight months ago 
we heard about a shopping center. Now it 
is a bowling alley. I think this should be 
thought of as a matter of sound city plan- 
ning—again I implore you to respect the 
purposes of good city planning. 


Mr. Hartwick spoke and said this re- 
zoning would not effect the values of these 
homes for FHA financing.

A report was given by the Metropolitan

PUBLIC HEARINGS 


Z-33-68—-A petition by Dorr D, Granger 
to rezone property in the 5600 block of S. 
Cedar Street from “A” One Family Resi- 
dence District to “H’” Light Industrial Dis- 
trict was read. Several people spoke in 
opposition to the rezoning. Mr. Burt, 5724 
Kaynorth Road, said that while the prop- 
erty was in the township it was zoned com- 
mercial and he would not object to this 
zoning but he felt this was not the proper 
place for industrial use to go and he was 
definitely against it. Gary Abent, 5705 Kay- 
north Road, spoke for the people in his 
neighborhood stating that they object to 
this rezoning because it is all one family 
residential around there and they want it to 
remain this way. He also said that it would 
hurt the values of their homes. Gary Mor- 
ton, 5737 Kaynorth Road, said this is all 
residential and should be considered as 
such, he also said there would be extra 
traffic from a commercial] or industrial use. 
Daisy Bennett, 532 Northrup Street, in- 
quired as to just what part of the street 
was being asked to be rezoned. Connie 
Abent, 5705 Kaynorth Road spoke and 
said the property had been commercial for 
ten years and they did not mind that use 
but would definitely not want it for whole- 
sale, warehousing or industrial use. Be- 
cause of all the small children they do not 
want the traffic that would result if the 
property were rezoned. Mrs. Verle Mc- 


Kinstry, 56382 Kaynorth Road, asked just 
what property was being considered and 
voiced her objections to it. The matter was 
referred to the Zoning Committee, 


Z-34-63—-Mr, Jack Shanker was present 
and spoke in favor of his petition to re- 
zone property at the Northwest corner of 
S. Cedar Street and Northrup Road from 
“G-2” Wholesale District to “H” Light 
Industrial District. He said that there were 
commercial, wholesale and other uses 
around his property. He feels that the 
eventual use for this property should be 
light industrial and would like it zoned that 
way. At the present time they have no plans 
for the property. A petition was presented 
in opposition to this rezoning and the peo- 
ple that had spoke against the petition in 
the 5600 block of S. Cedar Street again 
voiced the same objections. The matter 
was referred to the Zoning Committee. 


Z-35-63—-Miss Barbara J. Bergan spoke 
in favor of her petition to rezone property 
from “B” One Family Residence District 
to “C’? Two Family Residence District at 
2100 E. Grand River Avenue. She said 
that she has a very large piece of property 
and there are no close neighbors to her. 
She has talked with the neighbors and 
they do not object to her having an apart- 
mement upstairs. The matter was referred 
to the Zoning Committee, 


Z-36-63—Mr. Jack Maston appeared in 
favor of the petition to rezone property at 
the S.E. corner of Miller Road and Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue from “A” One Family Resi- 
dence District to ‘“‘F’? Commercial District. 
He stated that this was the third time they 
had applied for the rezoning and they felt 
that this was the best use for the land 
and would pay the City a handsome tax 
return and not the little that it was getting 
now. He pointed out that the NE and NW 
corners of Miller Road and Pennsylvania 
Avenue are being used commercially—that 
Marathon and Texaco Gas Stations are in 
construction at this time. He said that 
they want to put in a restaurant—motel- 
gas station there. The Matter was referred 
to the Zoning Committee. 


Z-37-683—A petition by Louis J. Huf- 
nagel to rezone his property at 800 W. 
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Mt. Hope Avenue from “B”’ One Family 
Residence District to “F’? Commercial Dis- 
trict was read. Mr. Hufnagel’s son was 
present and stated that they have a non- 
conforming use there now. He said the 
business had been there for 25 years before 
his family bought it and that they had 
been in business there for the last 20 
years. They had applied for an appeal 
but had been turned down. They want to 
put in a walk-in cooler and have the 
necessary space—also the addition will not 
affect their parking. However, because of 
the business being a non-conforming use 
they cannot get a building permit. Mr. 
Hufnagel stated that it was a small busi- 
ness in a residential district but it was 
a convenience and the neighbors are in 
favor of it. The matter was referred to 
the Zoning Committee. 


Z-38-63—A petition by St. Lawrence 
Hospital to rezone property from ‘“B” 
One Family Residence District to “J” 
Parking District at 712 and 716 Clayton 
Street was read. The petitioner was not 
present. The matter was referred to the 
Zoning Committee. 


Z-39-63—Mr. Edward B. Abraham rep- 
resenting the Pioneer Credit Company 
spoke in favor of the petition to rezone 
property at 3600 S. Logan Street from 
“J? Parking District to “F’’ Commercial 
District. He stated that there was suffi- 
cient parking so that the sign they wish 
to construct would not take away from 
the parking area. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Zoning Committee. 


Z-40-683—A petition by Alex P. Patchol 
to rezone property at 3407 W. Mt. Hope 
Avenue from ‘A’? One Family Residence 
District to “F’ Commercial District, was 
read. The petitioner was not present. 
The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-41-68—-Mr. Camille Abood, represent- 
ing the petitioners Maurice and Marie 
Pierce in their petition to rezone property 
at 2501 S. Cedar Street from ‘“F’? Com- 
mercial District to “‘H” Light Industrial 
District (Savant Cleaners), spoke in favor 
of the rezoning and stated that another 
cleaner in same neighborhood was zoned 
Light Industrial. He said that Savant’s 
would like to use this property for their 
processing plant. They would also like 
to extend their facilities and use it for 
storage space. They will have sufficient 
parking. The matter was referred to the 
Zoning Committee. 


Z-42-68—A petition by K. K. Knapp to 
rezone property at 1306-16 Center Street 
from ‘“C’ Two Family Residence District 
to “H” Light Industrial District was 
read. The petitioner was not present. The 
matter was referred to the Zoning Com- 
mittee. 
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Z-43-63—Robert W. Luoma, represented 
Shopper’s Haven, Inc., in their petition 
to rezone property on the S.E. ¢éorner 
Holmes Road and Logan Street from “J” 
Parking District to “F’? Commercial Dis- 
trict. He stated that they want to build 
a miniature golf course, he also men- 
tioned that there was only one other 
course in Lansing—that one being on 
West Saginaw Street. He was asked if 
this would cut out one of the drives into 
the area. He said that it would not. The 
matter was referred to the Zoning Com- 
mittee. 


Z-45-63—Fred Abood, attorney, spoke in 
favor of the petition by Dr. Alfred Spag- 
nuolo to rezone property at the S.W. 
corner of Logan and Pulaski Streets from 
‘P-1” Professional Office District to ‘‘E-1” 
Drive-In Shop District, stated that they 
wish to construct a Tasty-Freeze at this 
corner. At the present time the property 
is grown up with weeds and is unsightly. 
The petitioner will pave the lot and put 
in shrubbery and in general add to the 
property. Adam _ Kessler, 1130 George 
Street, objected to the rezoning because 
it would be a traffic hazard and with all 
the small children that would patronize 
the business it could be dangerous. Mr. 
Abood said that he felt with Quentin and 
Moores Parks so close and the two schools 
nearby it would not be an added hazard. 
The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-14-63—The petition by Robert Savage 
to rezone property in the 2800 block of 
Waverly Road from ‘“A” One Family 
Residence District to ‘“D’? Apartment Dis- 
trict was referred back to the Planning 
Board by the City Council. Mr. Savage 
requested another public hearing on this 
petition. The petitioner was not present 
and the matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z- -63—The petition by Howard E. 
Angell to rezone property in the 5400 
block of S. Cedar Street from ‘‘A’’ One 
Family Residence District to “F’’ Com- 
mercial District was referred back to the 
Planning Board by the City Council. Mr. 
Gerald Keyworth spoke in favor of the 
petition and said the petitioner would like 
to put in a bowling alley in a smaller 
area, and would like the Board to act on 
the matter this evening if possible. 


It was moved and supported, that the 
petition be added to the end of the Zoning 
Agenda for June 6, 1963. 


Motion carried.

It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
petition by Paul V. Spagnuolo to rezone 
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property (north 200 feet of Outlot B 
except beginning at the northeast corner, 
west 113 feet, south 100 feet, east 63 feet, 
south 50 feet, north 150 feet to beginning, 
(4713 S. Cedar Street), from “A” One 
Family Residence District to ‘F’’ Com- 
mercial District be denied because: 


1. Change would create an isolated dis- 
trict unrelated to similar districts.

PUBLIC HEARINGS 


7-62-63—A petition by Associates Loan 
Company to rezone property at 5214 S&S. 
Cedar Street from ‘“J” Parking District 
to “F” Commercial District was read. 
Robert Walsiver, Travelier Motel, S. Cedar 
Street Manager of the Loan Company was 
present and spoke in favor of the petition. 
They wish to erect a new sign. The build- 
ing beside of them is Sprague’s and they 
have a canopy that obstructs the view of 
the pedestrian to the loan office. They 
would like to construct a sign similar to 
the A & P sign, it would be a 10’ x 5’ sign, 
height flexible. There were no objections. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-63-63—-Richard Herrmann of the Walter 
Neller Realty Company was present and 
spoke in favor of the petition by Mary Filice 
to rezone property at 830 E. Kalamazoo 
Street from ‘‘C’ Two Family Residence 
District to ‘F’? Commercial District. The 
Morris Auto Parts Company is interested 
in using the building for storage and pos- 
sible retail use. It has been a grocery store 
for 30 years and is a nonconforming use. 
There would be parking at the. rear and 
it would be a great improvement over the 
condition of the building now. There were 
no objections. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-64-63—Mr. Laverne Roberts, Attorney, 
was present and spoke in favor of the 
petition by Marion Gass to rezone property 
at 1024 N. Cedar Street from “C” Two 
Family Residence District to ‘‘F’’ Commer- 
cial District. He stated that she wished to 
use the property for the raising of show 
birds and had done so for 48 years. This 
matter came to a head when a neighbor 
made a complaint, claiming the birds were 
a nuisance. She keeps the show birds in 
the basement and the garage. This property 
is 150’ in depth and the building is pretty 
well to the rear of the lot. She will continue 
to use the building as a residence. There 
will be no structural changes made in the 
building. Mrs. Gass sells the birds to a 
retail dealer in Perry. Because of the 
length of time she has had the birds it is 
a legal nonconforming use. There were no 
objections. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-65-68—-Mr. Dale Granger was present 
and spoke in favor of his petition to rezone 
property at 3626 N. Grand River Ave. from 
“A” One Family Residence District to “‘G-2’’ 
Wholesale District. Prior to the annexation 
it was zoned for commercial use it reverted 
back to “‘A’? One Family Residence District 
at the time of annexation. His request is 
to zone to “G-2’? Wholesale District to 
permit him to sell—the sale will be con- 
sumated if it is zoned to ‘“‘G-2’’ Wholesale 
District. Mr. Granger stated that he is 
surrounded by industrial development on 
the east and north—his neighbor to the 
west is operating a commercial establish- 
ment and further west is the farm bureau. 
Mr. Herrman, of the Walter Neller Com- 
pany, spoke for the prospective property 
owner—that has an option to buy if rezoned. 
The rear of the property would be used as 
a wholesale warehouse and the residence 
used as an office. The warehouse would set 
over to the west line. They are very anxious 
to get this under way so they can pour 
the concrete floors. The Board would like 
to zone 100 feet back ‘“‘A” One Family 
Residence District to conform with the 
other uses along the way that have the 
100 ft. setback. Mr. Granger said that this 
was in conformance with the Master Plan. 
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It was moved and supported, that it be 
placed on the end of the agenda for final 
zoning recommendations. 


Motion carried. 


Z.-67-683—The petition to rezone the pro- 
perty in the 1400 block of E. Cavanaugh 
Road from ‘A’? One Family Residence 
District to ‘I’ Heavy Industrial District 
was read. 


It was moved and supported, that this 
petition be placed with Z-49-63 and voted 
on at this meeting. 


Motion carried. 


Z-66-683—A petition by Stanley Setas to 
rezone property at 400 S. Hayford Street 
from ‘“‘B’’ One Family Residence District to 
“Rh? Commercial District was read. The 
petitioner requests this rezoning to permit 
use for selling fruit both retail and whole- 
sale. The petitioner was not present, there 
were no objections. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-69-63—A petition by Earl Hoag to re- 
zone property at 808-810 E. Michigan 
Avenue from “F-1’ Commercial District 
to “H’ Light Industrial District was read. 
Mr. Hoag represented his mother and stated 
that the property had been owned by his 
family since 1906—his father had a machine 
shop there for years. The children in the 
neighborhood have broken glass and dam- 
aged the building. The petitioner stated 
that they want to rent the property and 
have someone in the building so it will be 
taken care of. On several occasions they 
have had to call the police. Mr. Frank 
Verhees, 117-119 Hosmer, objected to the 
petition. He owns the apartment house 
that has a joint driveway used by the 
petitioner. He said that in his deed it 
shows that the driveway will be joint as 
long as the barn is standing on the proper- 
ty. Since the petitioner’s building has been 
oceupied the tenants complain because of 
the dirt, noise, and the interference with 
their TV sets. They work until midnight and 
often the tenants cannot use their parking 
spaces or get out of them if they are 
parked. They also complain of the fumes. 
Mr. Verhees does not think the building is 
adequate for the facilities the petitioner 
wants to put in. Commissioner Reynolds 
asked if there was sufficient land south of 
this driveway so there might be another 
entrance to the property. The petitioner 
stated that they own 66’ frontage and 
intend to tear down the garage and provide 
more parking. Mr. Dionise owns property 
at 804 E. Michigan Avenue and he also has 
tenants and does not want an industrial use 
at this location. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 
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Z-70-63—Fred Abood Attorney. was pre- 
sent and spoke in favor of the petition to 
rezone property at 1100 W. Saginaw Street 
(N.W. corner Saginaw and Logan Streets) 
from ‘B” One Family Residence District to 
*D” Apartment District. Mr. Abood stated 
that the purpose of the rezoning was to per- 
mit construction of a medical building. He 
also stated that the petitioners are a 
proposed corporation and that the articles 
have not yet been completed. The firm of 
Mayotte-Webb Architects has been retained 
to design the building. They will have 
parking facilities on the ground floor and 
beneath the first floor will be a parking 
ramp. 51 cars on the ramp and 103 cars 
on the ground level. They have options 
for Block 1 and 2. Mr. Noble DeHang from 
the Mayotte-Webb firm was present and 
answered questions. He said there would 
be approximately 6 suites on a floor for five 
floors. The first floor will have a pharmacy, 
snack bar, ete. This is a prime location 
for this kind of structure. The building will 
be 80 x 90, and the rentable area per floor 
would be 6,000 square feet. There will be 
two houses left they are owned by Dr. 
Ludman and he has deeded them to the 
hospital. They will have approximately 5 
parking spaces per suite. Question: What 
is the square feet of rentable space per 
doctor? 1,000 square feet per suite per 
doctor. The total height from the street 
level around 65’. The pent house structure 
for mechanical equipment would be an 
additional 10 feet. The building will be 23 
feet back from Logan Street and over 
60 feet from Saginaw Street. There will 
be ingress and egress from Logan, Saginaw 
and Rose Court. They would accept any 
suggestion or recommendations made by 
the City Engineer. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-71-683—A petition by Natale Litrenta 
to rezone property at 6065 S. Washington 
Avenue from ‘A’? One Family Residence 
to “F’? Commercial District was read. Mr. 
Litrenta was present and stated that he 
had owned the property five years and 
that it was zoned commercial before it was 
annexed to the City. He wants to put in 
a double door to keep out the draft but 
cannot do it because of his non-conforming 
status. The building is 60’ x 60’ with park- 
ing for around fifteen cars. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-73-68—A petition by Raymond Gooden 
to rezone property at Ella’s Court from 
“A” One Family Residence District to ‘‘C’’ 
Two Family Residence District was read. 
He would like to construct a two-family 
dwelling. There is an existing two family 
residence three blocks north and a motel 
a block west on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
This will be a new structure. Mr. Gooden 
stated that if the zoning goes through he 
might buy the lot to the west of it. 
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The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-76-683—-Mr. Tripp was present and spoke 
in favor of his petition to rezone property 
at 700 E. Miller Road from ‘A’? One Family 
Residence District to “F’’ Commercial Dis- 
trict. He would like to construct a restaur- 
ant, motel and have minature golf facilities 
there. It is now a 16% acre farm. He 
would like to develop this into a family 
recreational type area. His present plans 
call for an $80,000 development. In this 
area recreation is very limited. There is 
a farm home there that he will leave but 
the farm buildings will be removed. He 
has exits on Miller Road, entrance on 
Cedar Street. There would be no exit on 
Pennsylvania Avenue. Parking for 220 
cars—the golf course people recommend 
125 but he has the area to park 220. Mr. 
Tripp was asked to submit a sketch show- 
ing the area for parking and he will do 
so. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-15-63—Mr. Richard Dougherty spoke in 
favor of his petition to rezone property 
at 2100 W. Holmes Road which he would 
now like to have for a community unit 
plan. Mr. Lucia, architect, co-owner of 
the property, showed drawings of the pro- 
ject as planned with 6 to 8 professional 
offices in the proposed medical building. 
The buildings will be two story units. There 
will be a decelaration lane along the access 
to Pleasant Grove Road. They are within 
9/10 of a mile to Logan Street Shopping 
Center—1 and 4/10 mile to Colonial Village 
—south on Pleasant Grove Road is the 
new Dwight Rich High School. Mr. 
Dougherty stated that they will have ade- 
quate parking. They want to create a well 
planned and beautifully landscaped garden 
apartment development to meet the demand 
for housing by senior citizens and young 
career persons. The frontage on Holmes 
would provide space for professional and 
medical buildings and a future site for a 
restaurant and shopping center. 


It was moved and supported, that Tues- 
day, August 20, be set for a public hearing 
on a community unit plan for property 
involved on the petition (Z-75-63). 


Adopted by a 7 yea and 0 nay vote. 


Z-68-63—-Mr. Joe Grammattico appeared 
in favor of his petition to rezone property 
at 321 N. Butler Street from ‘‘C” Two 
Family Residence District to “D-M’ Mul- 
tiple Dwelling District. He stated that this 
house was built in 1880 and he will tear 
it down. On Shiawasese Street there is 
“D-M” Multiple Dwelling zoning. He has 
plans to construct a colonial two story 
building that will have four-two bedroom 
apartments. He has adequate area for park- 
ing. There are fruit trees in the back that 
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will remain, He will submit the plans to 
the Planning Department. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Z-72-68—Mr. C. Mike McCauley appeared 
in favor of his petition to rezone property 
at the S.E. corner of Cedar and Willard 
Streets from ‘‘E-1” Drive-In Shop District 
to “H’”’ Light Industrial District to permit 
the property to be used for a repair shop 
with an enclosed paint room to comply with 
safety regulations. Business is good and 
he would like to build a paint room. This 
was a gas station at one time. The pumps 
have been torn out and it is used for a 
used car business. There is Light Industrial 
zoning around it.

Z- -68—It was moved and _ supported, 
that the petition to rezone property at 5103 
S. Cedar Street from ‘J’? Parking District 
to “F’’ Commercial District to erect a sign 
be placed at the end of the Zoning Agenda.

Z-77-68—A petition by Alex Patchok 
to rezone property at 3407 W. Mt. Hope 
Avenue from “A” One Family Residence 
District to “F’’ Commercial District was 
read. The petitioner was present and ex- 
plained that the property was a legal non- 
conforming use because of annexation and 
they would like to expand the trailer court 
and make some improvements but could not 
do so without the rezoning. They want the 
north 10 acres for mobile court and utilize 
the south 5 acres of wooded area as a 
home site. The City would get more in 
taxes. They have a tree on each trailer lot 
—a Norway Maple. It is a beautiful court 
and they have nice tenants. Question: How 
many children do you have in the park. 
Answer: We limit the children in the park 
and have only a small number now. We 
feel families with of a large size should 
not live in trailer courts. The south 5 
acres are going to be left wooded and will 
be used for a picnic spot for tenants. Mr. 
and Mrs. Patchok extended an invitation 
to the Planning Board to view their mobile 
court. Mrs. Patchok said the park was 
established in 1942. She stated that they 
were supervised by the Board of Health. 
She also submitted a petition in favor of 
the rezoning. Mrs. Lillian Turner, 3311 W. 
Mt. Hope Avenue, asked that her name 
be taken off of the petition. She said she 
did not understand what the petition was 
about when she signed it, she thought they 
had just wanted to change the name of the 
trailer court. Mr. Charles Duncan, 3201 
W. Mt. Hope Avenue, felt that the petition 
was falsely represented. The petition does 
not clearly state what the petitioner wanted 
to do and he objects to the rezoning.
